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Report Vatican Suppresses 
B.C. Roman Synagogue Find

ROME (P-O) — Is the Vatican 
trying to downgrade the recent dis- 
covery near here of a pre-Chris- 
tian-era synagogue? 

Archeologists discovered remains 
of a synagogue at the near-by town 
of Ostia, which served as Rome’s 
seaport before the silting Tiber 
made it, too, an inland town. 
(P-O, Oct. 13.) The find was dated 
from 110 B.C.E. An American au- 
thority noted that Jews had mis- 
sionized among Romans for a sin- 
gle deity as early as 170 B.C.E. 


The discovery was kept secret 
for some time, finally being dra- 
matically announced from the pul- 
pit of a Roman synagogue during 
High Holy Day services. 


Now, the Israeli newspaper Ye- 
dioth Aharonoth offers an expla- 
nation for the secrecy: Vatican au- 
thorities are insisting the syna- 
gogue actually dates from two to 
three hundred years after Christ’s 
time. 


Reason for the Vatican stand: 
If it’s agreed that Jews had ac- 
tually constructed a synagogue in 
Rome’s home territory at so early 
a date, then Catholic doctrine that 
Christians first brought the mes- 
sage of ‘“‘one God’’ to Europe falls 
flat. 


The Vatican has maintained for 
centuries, that polytheistic Romans 
first got the -monotheistic word 


from Christianity. Thus the Vati- 





can’s insistence today, says the 
Israeli newspaper, that the syna- 
gogue actually dates from a safe 
couple of hundred years after the 
missionizing the Vatican claims 
for its own predecessors. 


Yedioth Aharonoth claims that, 
not only was news of the find 
(which came as workers prepared 
for a new airport) suppressed for 
as long as possible, but that ‘‘sev- 
eral important” items have since 
disappeared from the archeologi- 
cal site. Other parts of the ancient 
synagogue were ‘‘destroyed’”’ in the 
course of the digging, says the 
paper. 


Thousands attempted to visit the 
site after news of it leaked out, 
says the newspaper. 
found the area surrounded by 
barbed wire, and ‘‘only a few high 
officials’? were admitted.

ROBERT WELCH DISAVOWS BIAS 








NEW YORK (P-O) — Anti-Sem- 
tism raised its head as Robert 
Welch brought his far-right John 
Birch Society message to this area 
for the first time. 

Just as quickly, Welch did ev- 
erything he could to squelch sug- 
gestions of bigotry. 

Welch was speaking on his theory 
that Communists are just about ev- 
erywhere. He mentioned ‘‘them’”’ 
among the Protestant clergy. 
Someone in the audience asked 
about priestly Red agents. They’re 
there, too, ex-candy maker Welch 
replied in pursuance of this theory 
of ‘‘reversal’’ (briefly, Communists 
usually try to appear to be some- 
thing just the opposite). 

‘How About Rabbis...” 

Then, a dowager in the audience 
rose to query: ‘‘How about the 
Communists in the Jewish tem- 
ple!” 

About half the audience roared 
its approval. To one observer on 
the scene, a man with long pro- 
fessional knowledge of anti-Semites 
of all stripes, the meaning was 
clear: ‘‘They felt it was time to 
get to the crux of the matter: 
‘The Jewish-Communist conspira- 
cy’.”’ 

Welch, who flatly denies any an- 
ti-Semitism whatever — (‘‘Some 
of my best friends are Jews’’) — 
attempted to field the provocative 
insinuation by conceding that Reds 
are probably among the Jewish 
clergy, too — then quickly got onto 
the Moslems. He followed the same 











pattern with POST and OPINION, 
which he told: 

‘Surely you’ve seen DeCoursey’s 
London Digest — which shows that 
there are Communists in all clergy. 
Sukarno — who is a complete Com- 
munist — got to power in Indo- 


nesia by forcing the Moslems to} 


support him.” 
“NO Force on Earth...” 

Asked about the suggested anti- 
Semitic tinge of his movement, 
Welch replied: ‘‘Utterly ridiculous. 
No force on earth could move me 
into anti-Semitism. Too many of | 
my friends are Jews.”’ 

Welch was then asked if he had) 
seen anti-Semitic manifestations | 
among those who would ally them- 
selves with him. His reply to POST 
and OPINION: 

“Yes, indeed! It’s a constant 
problem, We’ve pushed them away 
in every way we could. We’ve 
dropped a leader in one of our 
chapters already for passing out} 
anti-Semitic leaflets. We’ve let oth- 
ers go more quietly...” 

Welch then declared: ‘‘We usu- 
ally answer newspapers with, ‘no 
comment.’ But then I heard it was 
the Jewish POST and OPINION...”

“The Hitlerite movement began 
with nationalism of the Birch type, 
then encompassed anti-Semitism

the history of anti-Semitism in Eur- 
ope, Hitler could do this openly, 
almost from the outset — but in 
this country the Birch Society or 
any other ultra-reactionary and 
right-totalitarian group would 
have to move cautiously in its 
propaganda and open alliances with 
anti-Semitism. 

“We do face the danger of a 
truly Hitlerite movement in this 
country, despite the present nu- 
merical weakness of the Birch §o< 
ciety and its allies.”

Jews from Eastern Europe 
Came First to Chinatown 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Eastern 
Jews began moving in on their 
German, German-Jewish and Irish 
neighbors earlier than has been 
thought — and in a different place 
that most believe. 

Today’s Chinatown in the mid- 
dle of the lower portion of Man- 
hattan was the actual first home 
of newly arriving Eastern-Europe- 
an Jews, says Yeshiva University’s

As Early As 1840s 

The Jews from Eastern Europe 
began arriving in what is today’s 
Chinatown as early as the 1840s, 
Prof. Grinstein says. “If you con-

“Where's Yossele?” His 
Uncle’s in London Jail 


LONDON (P-O) Yossele’s 
uncle is still in jail here — and 
there still is no sign of the miss- 
ing lad, pawn in the struggle be- 
tween his ultra-Orthodox Israeli 
grandfather and his own parents. 


The uncle, Shalom Shtarkes, is 
charged by Israeli officials with 
having had a hand in spiriting 
young Yossele at least as far as a 
Negev kibbutz. It’s disputed wheth- 
er Yossele was brought to Eng- 
land or not. Shtarkes, who had 
been teaching at a yeshiva here, is 
officially held at the request of 
the Israeli government, which 
seeks to extradite him on charges 
of child stealing and perjury. 


A plea that Shtarkes be released 
on bail pending outcome of the 
extradition proceedings was turned 
down by a local court. The judge 
spurned his lawyer’s pleas that his 
wife is soon to have a child, and is 
alone in the world while he is in 
jail. 

The extradition proceedings will 
begin November 13. 





Eichmann Scribbles as 
Bomb Injures ex-Aide 


As Adolf Eichmann scribbled 
away in his Israeli jail cell, one 
of his former principal deputies 
received a package through the 
mails at his new home in Syria. It 
exploded. 

Before his departure from Ar- 
gentina, Eichmann had been told 
by a fortune teller that he wouldn’t 
survive his 56th year. He’ll be 56 
next March 19. Consequently, 
Eichmann scribbles feverishly as 
he awaits the verdict of his judges, 
not expected for another month or 
so

ing isn’t known. His jailers say his 
spidery handwriting is nearly il- 
legible.

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JEWS OF AFGHANISTAN A QUAINT 
REMNANT OF ANCIENT TRADITION 


A quaint backwater of Jewish 
life in Afghanistan is reported in 
“World Jewry,’”’ organ of the World 
Jewish Congress. 

Afghan Jewish life today is 
much the same as when first set- 
tlers, expellees from Judea and 
Samaria, settled there in the 
Eighth Century C. E. Once believed 
to have numbered as many as 80,- 
000, the ravages of persecutions 
ranging from long-ago Mongol in- 
vasions to more recent Nazi agita- 
tion have reduced the community 
to a mere few hundred. Reuben 
Kashany reports in the ‘World 
Jewry” article. 


Most of the many efforts over 
the years to link up world Jewry 
passed up the Afghan community, 
because of the country’s rulers’ 
suspicion of outside influences, 

Intensely Religious 

Today, the Afghan Jewish com- 
munity lives intensely religiously. 
“They meticulously fulfill all the 
injunctions of the Tora and avoid 
assimilation with their non-Jewish 
neighbors,’’ Kashany writes. ‘‘The 
synagogue, their spiritual center, 
is filled to capacity for prayers 
three times a day even on week- 
days.”’ 

“Before they: enter, worshippers 
remove their shoes; inside, they 
sit on rugs and cushions. The at- 
mosphere in the synagogue is one 
of profound piety. Prayers are 
said very quietly and only the 
voice of the cantor is heard above 
the murmur of the faithful. 

Sephardi Prayers 

‘Prayers are recited with Seph- 
ardi pronounciation and in the 
Sephardi order of service, but with 
a special intonation. After prayers 
there is a session to study the 
Tora — text and halacha. Apart 
from the text they study Rashi, 
Mishna, Hagadah, Talmud and 
even the Zohar. 

“Every Sabbath the rabbi de- 
livers a sermon. At home the head 
of the family translates the pray- 
ers and other excerpts from the 
Holy Scriptures into the vernacu- 
lar for the benefit of his wife and 
children. Children are educated 
by local teachers at Talmud Tora 
institutions. 

“Ritual slaughterers and other 
ecclesiastical officials are apoint- 
ed by the Elders of the commun- 
ity who also solemnize weddings, 
collect contributions and supervise 
the mikvah and the cemeteries.” 

Matters of interest to the com- 
munity, news and instructions are 
read out in the synagogue. 

Father Is Boss 

Family life is strictly a matter 
of poppa is boss. The fathers until 
recently decided whom their 12 
and 13 year-old daughters were to 
marry, and what occupations their 
sons would pursue. 

‘‘Afghan Jews, like other orient- 
al Jews, never accepted Rabbi 
Gershom’s ban on polygamy and 
used to take two wives. Divorce 
was practically unknown.” 

Afghan Jews distinguish them- 
selves from their neighbors by 
wearing fur caps. Women never 
go out unveiled. There’s a tradi- 
tion of never going to a courtroom 
— disputes are settled by a council 
of elders, whose ruling is final. 

“Until some 30 years ago the 
economic situation of Afghan Jews 
was good,’ Kashany writes. ‘They 
earned their livelihood in business 
as middlemen, smallholders and 
hawkers among the various tribes 
in the country. There were no 
skilled Jewish draughtsmen or far- 
mers, though some Jews had or- 
chards and vineyards tended by 
non-Jews. A number of Jews were 
employed in the fur trade as ex- 
peris in the preparation of skins 
for Astrakhan coats for export.’’ 

Then came Nazi agents in the 
1930s. ‘‘Jews were removed from 
frontier districts and from key 
positions in the export trade and 
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were permitted to engage in local 
trade only.” 


An increasing number of the 
community ultimately made the 
hazardows clandestine journey to 
Palestine, as it was then. Some 
returned to bring the word of Zion- 
ism to the isolated community. 


“Now...many Afghan Jews have 
acquired property in Israel, 
created their own religious com- 





munity and built a synagogue. Be- 
cause of the similarity of language 
and customs, they tended to settle 
in the Bukharan quarter of Jeru- 
salem. 


“Those who remain in Afghanis- 
tan continue to live in the: tradi- 
tional manner, but their numbers 
are dwindling as the State of Is- 
rael calls the forgotten commun- 
ities.”’ 





Kin, Reverts 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — The dra- 
matic reunion of a Catholic nun 
with her Israeli brother, both of 
them Jewish-born victims of the 
Nazis, had an even more dramat- 
ic conclusion: She doffed her adopt- 
ed religion to return to her native 
Judaism and settle in Israel. 

Mary Therese De-Lavise and her 
brother, Gad Manon, were born 
in Germany. They hadn’t seen each 
other since 1934, when he left for 
Palestine. She was saved from 
death during the following years 
by priests. 

*“T had decided to convert to 
Christianity not because they 
saved my life,’’ she says today, 
“but because I really believed in 
the truth of Catholicism.’’ Gerda 
took a lifetime vow in the Domini-

Each Is In His Heart A Man 





In a day before philanthropy had become 
popular in this country, Judah Tuaro of 
New Orleans and Boston was a remark- 
ably open-hearted man. 


In a sense, his life was a tragic one. For, 
denied the hand of Ifis beloved cousin Cath- 
erine, by her father, he had moved from 
Boston to New Orleans as a young man 
where he devoted the rest of his life to hard 
workand helping others. Henevermarried. 


And the scope of Judah Tuaro’s giving 
matched his generosity. Catholics, Protes- 
tants, Jews... Churches and Synagogues 
++. sailors’ homes and Libraries... all 
these and many more benefited from his 
open-handed giving. 

But perhaps Judah Tuaro’smost famous 
gift is also his finest memorial. It stands 
on a famous American Battleground— 
Bunker Hill. 


Though a memorial had been started 
@t Bunker Hill fifty yepesagter the signs 


ing of the Declaration—in 1826, funds 
had run short and even the impassioned 
oratory of Daniel Webster had failed 
to raise more. At last, in 1839, Amos 
Laurence—a Boston blue-blood—had 
pledged $10,000 on condition that a like 
amount should be raised. Soon the com- 
mittee received their additional $10,000— 
from New Orleans, of all places! And the 
donor asked that he remain anonymous. 


But Judah Tuaro’s identity did not re- 
main hidden long. And on the day of the 
dedication of the completed Bunker Hill 
Memorial, Oliver Wendell Holmes con- 
tributed these dedicatory lines: 


“Amos and Judah—veneraied names, 
Patriarch and Prophet press their equal 
claims, Like generous coursers running 
‘neck in neck,’ Each aids the work by 
giving tta check. Christian and Jew, they

Dignity and 
good taste are just as attainable 
in a hotel or public hall as they

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KIBBUTZ. CRISIS LAID

shortage is attributed to Israeli 
lack of enthusiasm for kibbutz 


ife. 

Gerda Luft is an Israeli journa- 
list and economist who tells of the 
growing kibbutz crisis in the cur- 
rent Commentary. 

She notes that nearly one-fourth 
the Israel populace lives on agri- 
cultural settlements, not counting 
the Arab villages. Of these, 124,- 
000 live on moshavim (coopera- 
tive settlements on which the land 
is individually held) and 80,000 on 
kibbutzim. 


She traces the growth of the kib- 
butzim to early settlers’ convic- 
tion that Jewish labor was essen- 
tial to building of the Jewish 
homeland. And, the only way the 
early immigrants could survive in 
the hostile land was through the 
cooperative type of living which 
became the hallmark of the kib- 
butzim. 

“A group of frinds came togeth- 
er, built a house, and began farm- 
ing... For these men and women, 
steeped in the socialist ideal of 
pre - Bolshevik revolutionary Rus- 
sia, the development of the Nation- 
al Home meant the opportunity of 
building a new society, based on 
principles of social justice.” 

Through the years, Miss Luft 
notes, the kibbutznik became 
something of a national hero in 
the struggles to constitute and de- 
fend the new state. Youth burned 
to be identified with the kibbutz- 
nik. 

Then came independence, the 
draining away of many of the! 
most capable kibbutzniks to lead- 
ing positions in government, busi-| 
ness and the Army. Also came 
the wave of Oriental immigrants, 
of whom Miss Luft says they were 
totally lacking in the kind of ideo- 
logical training which had been 
carried over to the European Zion- 


ists by the emissaries of the Pal- 


estinian labor parties. 
“Nothing could have been more 
alien to these ‘Oriental’ Jews than 
kibbutz life — where no wages 
‘were paid out and women did 
men’s work and voted in the Gen- 
eral Assembly.”’ 

Contrary to Experience 
Miss Luft quotes the British so- 
ciologist, W. ‘Arthur Lewis, who 
said, in part: .‘‘Sooner or later the 
special strains and emotions in- 
volved in the creation of a Jewish 
National Home will wear off, and 
if the collectives then retain their 
primitive communism and succeed 
economically, they will be doing 
so contrary to the all previous hu- 
man experience. ” 


For herself, Miss Luft concludes: 
“The fate of the kibbutzim finally 
will be determined, as will many 
other aspects of life in Israel, by 
the attitude of the second genera- 
tion. In some of the old settle- 
ments, sons take over from their 
fathers with the greatest ease. In- 
others, they become restless and 
leave. The number and quality of 
those who stay will condition the 
character and fate of the older 
kibbutzim.”’

Muzzling The Rabbi 


Indictment of the South African Jewish Community for 
its silence in face of the degradation to the Negro of 
South Africa has been widespread. But an indictment 
of the Jewish press of South Africa has not been part 
of this criticism of South African Jewry. 

Rabbi Louis Rabinowitz, chief rabbi of the United 
Hebrew Congregation of Johannesburg, does not spare the 
Jewish press of South Africa in an article in The Jewish 
Chronicle of London in which he challenges the reticence 
of the Jewish community to speak out against apartheid. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz’s piece is entitled, ‘“‘A Rabbi’s Duty 
to Speak Out.” “‘The otherwise fine Jewish Press of South 
Africa,’ he asserted, “has tacitly joined this conspiracy 
of giving the impression of a general conformity on the 
part of the Jewish community on the policy of the gov- 
ernment. Although I have ascertained that no such di- 
rective was issued to them, for instance, by the South 
African Jewish Board of Deputies, with a rare unanimity 
they sedulously and completely refrain from publishing 
one single word by any prominent Jew which can be 
construed as criticism of the Government. It is only in 
the national (general) Press that extracts from the ser- 
mons of a rabbi, which are critical of the racial policy 
of the Government, find a place; when sent to the Jewish 
Press they are confined to the wastepaper basket. And, 
on the other hand, what prominence is given to a speech 
or an address by a rabbi which can be interpreted as 
being favorable to the Government! With what joy and 
adulation is it hailed, and how he is lionized.” 

Recently there was an organizational meeting of the 
Jewish press of the world. There is no reason for such 
a press association, as there is no reason for a press 
association of American Jewish papers, unless that asso- 
ciation sets up standards, both editorially and in matters 
of exaggerated circulations, and forces its members to 
adhere to them. 

A committee of this world Jewish press association 
might investigate Rabbi Rabinowitz’s charges, and if they 
are substantiated, the South African Jewish papers be 
barred from membership. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz is no green behind the ears rab- 
binical student taking up his first pulpit. As a long-time 
leader of his important congregation, it would have been 
assumed that his views, whether they coincided with those 
of the majority of the community or not, would have been 
accepted as the honest outlook of an important individual. 

Rabbi Rabinowitz recounts the words of one Jew, writ- 
ing in a letter to the daily press a statement that is 
vaguely familiart o American Jewish ears: 

“When the Chief Rabbi preaches or speaks or lectures 
on religious matters he is accorded every respect, but 
when he speaks on political matters he must realize that 
he is only ‘an ordinary temporary resident of this country’ 
whose views can accordingly be rejected.’ 

At another point in his article, a point is made which 
also has been heard on these shores against the rabbi: 

“No matter how rigidly he (the rabbi) confines himself 
to the purely ethical and religious implications of the 
prevalent racial policy, the moment he utters a word 
‘which can be construed as a criticism of that policy, he 
is immediately charged with ‘preaching politics’. It is 
impossible to exaggerate the lengths to which such ac- 
cusations go... 

“When, therefore as often happens the daily ' Press 
finds a sermon on the political situation of sufficient gen- 
eral interest to warrant publication, there is a vague 
feeling that the rabbi has gone too far. In other words... 
the rabbi may speak — providing non-Jews do not hear 
his views.” 

Are not Rabbi Rabinowitz’s views strangely familiar? 
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The EDITOR'S CHAIR. . . 





We got a chance to have breakfast last week 
with one of our old correspondents — Harry Gol- 
den. Harry had spoken the previous evening to 
Hadassah, and as can be expected he was 
received warmly, even though he followed a 
thrilling new Hadassah film about moving day 
to the new Hadassah Hospital at Ein Karem. 

Much of what Harry had to say, you have 
already read in his books, but to hear him say 
it is an experience. We’ve heard Harry a number 
of times, and he’s now a suave, professional 
speaker, who plays on his audience like a skilled 
musician, knowing exactly when to bring them 
to laughter, and when to throw in a serious bit. 

Harry split the Jewish writers of the past fif- 
ty years into two groups, for both of which he 
had sharp criticism. He said that Jewish writers 
of the past were apologists, who missed the real 
story of American Jewry. He took a poke at 
those who made something big of the Haym 
Salomon incident and sought to prove the contri- 
bution of Jews to American society by listing 
the great Jewish athletes, etc. 

He mentioned a five-volume history of Ameri- 
can Jewry to bolster his argument that apolo- 
getics are demeaning. Our real contribution to 
America is indelibly woven into the fabric of 
our society, and Golden credits Jews and the 
British as the two major immigrant strains that 
came to America not purely for economic rea- 
sons, but to escape political persecution. 

He told his audience that over 600,000 of his 
three books had been sold in the hard back edi- 
tion, and 3 million copies in the paper backs, 

At the talk, we were sitting next to Mrs. 
Abe Lipsitz, a past president of St. Louis Hadas- 
sah, and she told us to tell Harry to curb his 
charges. Harry isn’t bashful about what he gets 
for a speech — $1,500, and he’s worth every 
cent of it. 

Also with us at the same table was Mr. and 
Mrs. Al Fleishman, whom we’ve known for years. 
Al is head of one of the important public rela- 
tions firms in the U. S. For us, he’s resumed his 
column in our St. Louis edition, which is (the 
column) a gem. The Fleishman’s have just re- 
turned from the Maccabiah in Israel, and Al has 
promised to show me the films he took as official 
photographer for the American team. 

& 

Elmer Swack, the man whose letter inspired 
the Eilat X-ray Fund was in town last week be- 
tween planes, so we took Ben Prince along and 
went to the airport to lunch with him. 

It turned out that Elmer had at one time 
been with the Jewish Agency, heading is Hecha- 
lutz Department, which trained youngsters in 
America for life in Israel. It was quite an in- 
teresting lunch, and when Elmer revealed that it 
was during his administration that most of the 
training camps were shut down, we got an in- 
sight into the failure that aliyah from the U. S. 
has been. 

Elmer believes with me that thousands of 
American Jewish youngsters can be stirred to 
pioneer work (in factories and laboratories as well 


~~ 


as on the kibbutz) im Israel, once the proper ej. 
mate has been achieved in the U. S. Jewish com. 
munity. 

This reminded me of the conversation we haq 
with Rabbi Minda when we were in Minneapolis, 
In his kindly way, he asked me if I sincerely 
believed that a large aliyah to Israel was possiblg 
from the U. S. He then went on to illustrate what 
would happen if he took one of the more serious. 
minded young people in his congregation aside 
and said to him that he thought he should go to 
Israel to make a contribution there. He said the 
boy would look at him and say, “Rabbi, how 
naive can you get?” 

We told you that Rabbi Minda was stanchly 
Zionist, but he doesn’t (as most other Jewish 
leaders do) see the possibility of developing any 
sizeable immigration from the U. S. to Israel, 

To get back to Elmer Swack, he had planned 
to take the six or seven poorly directed and sup. 
ported camps and merge them into one large 
central locality, where good supervision and di. 
rection could be possible. This broke down over 
party (Zionist party) friction, and although a 900. 
acre farm near Richmond, Va., was to be the 
center for this enterprise, it never got much fur. 
ther than the selection of the farm, which how. 
ever never was purchased. 

Elmer is a political scientist with experience 
in U. S. civil service. He at one time worked 
along with Phil Klutznick in the field of U. §, 
housing and now has gone into his father’s 
business for a few years as an interval until the 
time that he and Mrs. Swack might move to Is. 
rael. 

Elmer also told us about his experience ag 
president of the congregation in Zanesville, q 
community of about 125 Jewish families, not 
too far distant from Columbus, ‘O. 

Under his direction, the Orthodox and Reform 
congregations merged, and a new temple wag 
constructed. The hopes were that services suit. 
able to both congregations might be held jointly, 
This soon broke down over such items as playing 
the organ, which then was limited to only a few 
occasions. But the matter of which prayer bock 
to use finally split the two groups apart, 

It was then decided to hold two services, one 
for each group, but this has not been successful 
either. 

We told Elmer that time would make his 
project a success, when the young people of both 
congregations would be happy to pray together 
because there would be little difference between 
them either in philosophy or practice of Juda- 
ism.

Jewish intellectuals are very much 
in the minority in the Diaspora, 
an Israeli educator said here. 

Instead, insisted Prof. Ernst Si- 
mon of Hebrew University, the Di- 
aspora intellectuals are far more 
likely to be: 

1. Like Trotsky. He, said Prof. 
Simon, was so progressive that he 
lost touch with those whom he 
wanted to lead and educate. Trot- 
sky’s ‘“‘tragedy’’, the professor add- 
ed, proved that the only true place 
for the Jewish intellectual is in 
Israel. 

2. Like Gustav Landauer, ‘‘eva- 
sive,” a pseudo-Jewish intellectual 
whose aim was to “disappear’’ as 
a Jew.

students, equally divided between 
those seeking entry into the field, 
those already employed as admini- 
strators and lay leaders of Re- 
form congregations. However, 
only eighteen attended regularly 
enough to acquire certificates at 
the end of ‘the course. 


In March of 1960, the Metropoli- 
tan Section of the NATA and the 
Eastern Regions of the National 
Association of Synagogue Admini- 
strators (Conservative) jointly 
sponsored a day-long institute on 
the theme “‘The Synagogue Admini- 
strators — A Calling Comes of 
Age’’. At this first joint effort, 
called to exchange and broaden 
group and individual perspectives 
workshops on improving person- 
nel practices, new techniques and 
the essentials of being an effec- 
tive synagogue administrator were 
discussed in depth. 


Committees of both the NATA 
and the NASA are wrestling might- 
ily with two aspects of this educa- 
tional and training problem. First 
and foremost they are seeking 
ways to provide for “in service’ 
training for those who secure po- 
sitions in the field and second, 
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how to establish facilities for those 
who wish to prepare to enter the 
profession. 


An interesting development has 
taken place along these lines in 
the church field and it may well 
serve as a model for synagogue 
groups in their future efforts. The 
American University in Washing- 
ton, D. C., through its School of 
Business Administration, and in 
cooperation with the Wesley Theo- 
logical Seminary has created a 
Center for Church Business Man- 
agement. The national synagogal 
bodies might well note the two 
major premises on which the Cen- 
ter for Church Business Manage- 
ment is based: ‘‘First, if churches 
are to carry out their missions 
effectively, their business affairs 
must be managed as skillfully as 
those of business organizations. 
Second, since churches are service- 
producing rather than profit-mak- 
ing, and because of the trustee 
relationship involved, their policies 
in raising and expending money 
must differ in many respects from 
those of profit - making enter- 
prises.”’ 


There will be credit courses, 
non-credit courses, faculty-super- 
vised internships, leadership con- 
ferences and a publication serv- 
ice. One may pursue a course lead- 
ing to a degree of Master of Busi- 
ness Administration and those 
meeting specified requirements 
will be issued a Certificate in 
Church Business Management. 
There are also in-service educa- 
tional opportunities - a non-credit 
Institute on Church Finance and 
an Institute on Church Property 
Management. 

This is a significant beginning 
that the professional synagogue ad- 
ministrators, Conservative and Re- 
form, will be watching with. great

It is my belief that you were un- 
duly harsh in your criticism of Is- 
rael’s treatment of the Arab min- 
ority (P-O, Sept. 29). 

I should like to direct your at- 
tention to page 41 of the ‘“Pales- 
tine Problem Today,” by Carl 
Hermann Voss of the American 
Christian Palestine Committee. 

“Arabs who remained in the 
country became full citizens. More- 
over, most of the Arab refugees 
who have returned to Israel, 
whether legally or not, have been 
granted. full citizenship rights. Cer- 
tain military strategic border areas 
are still under military govern- 
ment. Many Arabs live in areas 
where security considerations call 
for certain restrictions applying 
to Arab and Jew alike; but such 
restrictions, principally on move- 
ment into or outside the areas, 
are gradually being lifted.” 

It should be pointed out that on 
January 5, 1959, the Dallas News 
published the following statement 
by Dr. Robert G. Storey, Dean, 
School of Law, Southern Methodist 
University: ‘Israel can teach na- 
tions of the world a lesson on how 
to conduct their relations with their 
minority groups. I was greatly im- 
pressed with the manner in which 
the Arab population had been made 


an integral part of the general 
community life.’ 

Did not the U.S. find it necessary 
to intern Japanese during the war? 
As long as the Arabs claim that 
they are at war with Israel and 
boast that the refugees are being 
trained for an army of liberation, 
certain restrictions are still nec- 
essary.

RABBI DISPUTES SOCIOLOGIST'S 
VIEW JEWISH LIFE IS ON WANE 


DETROIT (P-O0) — The sociolo- 
gist who, from a sampling of 
Jewish life, predicted its ultimate 
demise is taken to task by Rabbi 
Morris. Adler. 

Spiritual leader of Cong. Shaa- 
rey Zedek here, Rabbi Adler says 
that University of Michigan so- 
ciologist Dr, Gerhard Lenski drew 
too many gloomy- conclusions 
from too unrepresentative ‘a sam- 
ple in his recent ‘“‘The Religious 
Factor’ (reported in P-O, July 7). 

Consistently Liberal 

Rabbi Adler doesn’t object to 
Dr. Lenski’s findings that Jews 
tend to be self-employed and on a 
higher average income scale than 
the general population. Nor does 
he take issue with the opinion that 
“The Jewish group,”’ of all exam- 
ined by Lenski, ‘“‘was the only one 
which consistently indicated a lib- 
eral view on all of the political 
and social issues on which the re- 
spondents were questioned.’’ 


Rabbi Adler notes Lenski’s the- 
sis that as the Jew has advanced 
in income, “he has not received 
the social recognition and accep- 
tance which should have accom- 
panied his rise in financial posi- 
tion. Even the wealthiest Jews 
are not given entry to ‘command 
posts’ in private clubs and to the 
higher echelons of administrative 
eminence in corporations.

Brown & Williamson Ends 


Boycott: Sells to Israel 


NEW YORK (P-O) — It took a 
half-decade — but a major inter- 
national tobacco manufacturer and 
marketer has finally indicated its 
willingness to trade with the Is- 
raelis, regardless of what the 
Arabs think. 

The long, but finally effective, 
boycott by Jewish and other 
American groups of Brown and 
Williamson tobacco products (Vi- 
ceroys, Kools, etc.) should soon be 
ending. The partisans of ending 
the blockade of Israel were object- 
ing to Brown and Williamson's re- 
fusal to sell its Lucky Strike and 
Pall Mall cigarettes to Israelis. 
(American Tobacco Co., which was 
not involved in the boycott of Is- 
rael, is the sole U. S. distributor of 
the two brands. B&W distributes 
them abroad only). 

The Brown and Williamson re- 
luctance to seli to Israel was on 
orders from its parent British 
American Tobacco Co. 

Brown and Williamson’s capitu- 
lation in the boycott controversy 
came in a formal request to the 
Israeli Trade Commission offices 
in New York City that B&W be 
granted export licenses for sale 
of the two previously unobtainable 
brands in Israel. 

On the heels of its application to 
the Trade Commission, Brown 
and Williamson’s Louisville head- 
quarters sent a telegram to the 
Presidents’ Conference, coordinat- 
ing body of 18 major Jewish or- 
ganization. Addressed to the con- 
ferences’ head, Rabbi Irving Mill- 
er, the telegram said: 

‘In view of our extended conver- 
sations over a period of several 
years, regarding Brown and Wil- 
liamson’s trade relations with Is- 
raeli cigarette importers, happy 
to inform you that matter is being 
satisfactorily resolved. Our request 





for issuance of cigarette import 
licenses for Luckies, Pall Mall, 
Viceroy and other Brown and Wil- 
liamson brands is being granted 
by the Israeli government and 
trade relations will be fully re- 
sumed. Would appreciate your in- 
forming your constitutents accord- 
ingly.” 

In addition to a U. S. boycott of 
B&W products, the tobacco com- 
pany had recently been faced with 
threat of the boycott’s extending 
to groups outside the Jewish com- 
munity, Thus, Cong. Alfred E. 
Santangello of New York proposed 
applying to Brown and Williamson 
products the same treatment tbat 
had quickly led to another cigar- 
ette manufacturer’s curtailing the 
anti-Italian slurs of a Thursday 
night TV thriller. 


Cong. Santangello’s proposal 


would have allied Italian-Ameri- 
can groups and New York long- 
shoremen with the Jewish boycot- 
ters. 

Rabbi Miller says the Brown and 
Williamson action was the culmin- 
ation of conversations of about 
three weeks before, in which B&W 
representatives told Jewish organ- 
ization officials of their willingness 
to approach the Israelis for import 
licenses — if the Israelis would 
agree to releasing dollars accumu- 
lated by the company through its 
Israeli trade. 

Whether or not B&W’s parent 
British American will follow suit 
remains to be seen. But a B&W 
spokesman pointed out to POST 
and OPINION: ‘‘Since we’re tak- 
ing this action, and we’re owned 
by British American, it would

ISRAEL, SOUTH AFRICAN JEWS, 
JOIN HANDS IN RACIST FIGHT 


Jews as citizens and Jews as a 
nation stood firm in the tradition 
of the prophets in favor of equal 
rights for Negroes in South Africa. 

Israel stood with 66 other nations 
to condemn a rabidly racist United 
Nations speech by South African 
Foreign Minister Eric Louw. The 
United States, France and Britain, 
by contrast, took no part in the 
vote, although U. S. delegate Adlai 
Stevenson had a few words on Mr. 
Louw’s “‘right’’ to say what he 
pleases. 

In South Africa itself, the Jewish 
community stoutly stands by prin- 
ciples of fredom and justice. The 
only controversy seems to be in 
the advisability of various courses 
of action which’ would carry out 
those principles, 

True, there are some South Afri-’‘ 
can Jews who share the preju- 
dices of their white Afrikaans 
neighbors. But they were soundly 
rapped recently by Chief Rabbi 
Rabinowitz. 

The basic question among South 
African Jewry isn’t so much the 
merits — or lack of them — of 
the official ‘‘Apartheid’’ policy, as 
whether or not Jews should speak 
out in public against the racist, 
exploitative policy. 

Some South African Jews point 
to the Afrikaaners’ wartime sup- 
port for Hitler. They suggest it’s 
best that Jews confine their public 
statements to matters concerning 
Jews alone. Thus, one observer 
insists South Africa’s 100,000 Jews 
“are an integral part of South 
Africa’s White population, and can 
no more disassociate themselves 
from the interests of that popula- 
tion than they can from their skins. 
They will stand or fall with the 
population...”’ 

On the other hand, other ob- 
servers point out that the few 
polls of opinion ever taken in South 
Africa show Jews most opposed, 


of all white groups, to racial dis- 
crimination. Jews have been prom- 
inent in the defense of native lead- 
ers brought to trial on charges of 
“treason”? because of their opposi- 
tion to official racist policy. 

Jews are in the leadership of 
various organizations determined 
to get a better economic deal for 
the African workers and popula- 
tion. Jews are active in efforts to 
leaven their white neighbors’. ra- 
cism with sense and humanity. 

A letter to the London Jewish 
Chronicle from G. Saron, General 


Secretary of the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies, quotes 
magistrate I, A. Maisels of the ad- 
joining enclave of Southern Rho- 
desia: 

**...When I refer to the role of 
the Jewish citizen, 1 do not exclude 
the Jewish ministry, which in my 
view has a duty in this connec- 
tion. Ethics is not a subject to be 
confined to the wails of the syna- 
gogue.”’ 

“With these views,’’ Mr. Saron 
comments, “‘the Board of Deputies 
fully concurs.”’

Rabbi Immanuel Jacobo- 
vitz, of New York City’s Fifth Ave- 
nue Synagogue (who is also holder 
of a Ph. D. in history of medicine) 
noted the Rabbi’s “crushing re- 
sponsiblity to the dead, who can’t 
speak for themselves. We are their 
custodians. The first considera- 
tion must go to the rights of the 
dead.”’ 
An Exception 


As an example of the kind of 
situation in which Orthodoxy 
MIGHT sanction disinterrment, 
Rabbi Jacobovitz spoke of a 
corrse’s subsequent removal to an- 
cestral burial grounds sometime 
after the original burial, if it had 





not been possible at the time for 
the first interrment to be in those 
ancestral grounds. ‘‘Even_ then,” 
Rabbi Jacobovitz added, ‘‘we) 
would like to have had a stipula- | 
tion at the time of the first burial 
that the future movement of the} 
body was contemplated.” 

In another recent case, 
Jersey, the civil court ruling was 
against the body’s transfer. In this 
case, a woman who had converted 
to Judaism was buried toward one 
end of a congregation’s burial plot 
within the cemetery as a whole. 

Someone — ‘“‘not a friend of the 
congregation,”’ as Rabbi Aaron 
Soloveichick put it to POST and 
OPINION in describing the case 
— convinced the bereaved husband 
that the grave’s location within the 
plot was a humiliation to his dead 
wife. Reference was made to old 
European customs of burying those 
who died in disgrace toward the 
closed end of the cemetary. 

No Humiliation 

But Rabbi Soloveichick con- 
vinced the court that the burial 
spot was on the opposite side of the | 
plot — closer to the entrance than |
